LAWS RELATING TO DOGS Title 7, Section 3702 
Warrants ; disposal. 


This section 3702 Warrants, disposal and because it was 
an emergency measure, it became effective upon approval 
on February 15, 1974. 


Section 3702 as amended: 


The municipal officers of each municipality shall 
annually between January Ist and April 30th issue a 
warrant, returnable on October 15th following, to one 
or more police officers, constables or sheriff, directing 
him or them to proceed forthwith to enter complaint and 
summons to court the owner or keeper of any unlicensed 
dog. The said police officer, constable or sheriff shall, 
before entering such complaint and obtaining said sum- 
mons, call on the owner or keeper of said dog and demand 
that he conform with the law and obtain a license from 
the clerk within 7 days from the day of demand, paying 
to the clerk in addition to the license fee, an officer’s fee 
of $3.00, which the clerk shall pay over to the officer, 
unless said payment is otherwise provided for in the 
municipal ordinance or charter.

UNITY UTILITIES DISTRICT 


- In the past year, Unity Utilities District has continued to 
expand its newly existing facilities. They have extended 
the sewerage system down Route 9 toward Albion to 
include several houses along that road. They have also 
extended it up to Jim’s Peeled Potato Service and along 
that avenue, thereby continuing to expand in spite of 
its infancy. Generally, the district has made satisfactory 
progress. The system is functioning very adequately. 
Many people have not as yet tied into the system and as 
a result of this, some of the lagoons, or sewerage fields, 
are not completely filled as yet. However, they continue 
to function satisfactorily. | 


In spite of the high waters during the past winter we 
were able to get by without any severe damage. There 
were some rocks washed away at the pumping station 
at the bottom of Quaker Hill but the system continued 
to function in spite of the high water. This, of course, is 
an excellent public health protection because any sewer- 
age that might have been on the ground was not able to 
seep into the rivers or ground water because of direct 
disposition to the pipelines and the lagoon fields. 


At this time, the entire system is completely constructed 
and almost all of the loans and grants for payment of 
the facility have been obtained. Last year we were able 
to meet our financial obligations satisfactorily and we 
look for continued expansion in the future.

Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Count of cash was made and reconciled with the 
records at audit date. Records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


The cash account was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository. Letters of confirmation 
were used to verify the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of 
receipts retained by the tax collector. Trust fund transac- 
tions were examined. Surety bond coverage was reviewed: 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was checked. Records of town meetings as pertained to 
financial matters were checked. 


Departmental! Operations: 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net overdraft 
of $1,004.12 was lapsed to surplus, per the following 
summary:

The overdraft in the miscellaneous and snow removal 
_accounis,: less the overlay and unexpended balance in 
various operating accounts were the major factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed. 


General: 


Transfers from excise tax revenue and unappropriated 
surplus for specific current year operations were author- 
ized by the townspeople. 


The examination of the tax collector’s and town clerk’s 
records revealed minor discrepancies. 


Article 18 of the 1972 annual town meeting reads as fol- 
lows: “To see if the Town will vote to earmark the snow- 
mobile registration tax refund from the Department of 
Inland Fisheries and Game to be used as a Snowmobile 
Recreation Fund. Expenditures from this fund to be 
administered under the supervision of the Board of Select- 
men by a committee of five members, two to be appointed 
by the snowlobile club of Unity and three members to 
be appointed by the Board of Selectmen of the Town of 
Unity. Presented by Petition.’’ 


It was voted to expend $150.00 under this article. 


The voucher examination revealed that $150.00 was paid 
to the snowmobile club of Unity from the registration 
refund. 


This payment appears to be in conflict with M.R.S. Title 
12 Section 1971, also not expended in accordance with 
Article 13.

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING

To Donald Finnemore, a Constable of the Town of 
Unity, in the County of Waldo, State of Maine: Greetings:
